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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: A comma is still 
missing before and after the term "as a base" in line 2 of the claim. Appropriate 
correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 , 2 and 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 



alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nakanishi et al. (US 
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5,532,302), Nakaura et al. (JP 03281556), lida et al. (JP 06279232) or Imai et al. (JP 
09020852), for reasons cited in the previous action. 

5. Claims 1 , 2 and 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Li et al. (US 2003/0059695). 

In 61-71 , Li et al. teach an emulsion composition comprising a graft polymer 
from the graft polymerization of (meth)acrylate ester monomers on to functionalized 
polyorganosiloxanes of the present formula (1), with the ratio of monomeric mixture to 
the organopolysiloxane being from 5:95 to 95:5. 

While Li et al. may not explicitly recite the Tg of the acrylic grafts, it reasons that 
the Tg of the grafts would be the same as the presently claimed grafts since the 
composition of the prior art grafts are essentially the same as that claimed by applicant. 
The USPTO does not have at its disposal the tools or facilities deemed necessary to 
make physical determinations of the sort. In any event, an otherwise old composition is 
not patentable regardless of any new or unexpected properties. In re Fitzgerald et al , 
619 F.2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980). See MPEP § 2112 ■ § 2112.02. 

Even if assuming that the prior art references do not meet the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 1 02, it would still have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the time 
the invention was made, to arrive at the same inventive composition because the 
disclosure of the inventive subject matter appears within the generic disclosure of the 
prior art. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 09/1 9/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

7. The arguments regarding claim 3 are rendered moot by the cancellation of the 
claim. Regarding the 102/103 rejections, applicant is referred to MPEP § 21 12 - § 
2112.02.
